I. List of Questions shall be prepared by each Examiner, 
endorsed with the title of the text book, name and address of 
the Examiner and sent to the Registrar for filing. . 

II. Each Examiner shall retain one copy of his own Ques-

HOME MISSION AND CHURCH EXTENSION. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church with her millions of peo- 
ple under the “Stars and Stripes,” must of necessity be an im- 
portant factor in the development and salvation of this great 
country. Tremendous responsibilities rest upon us as a 
Church. Our wealth, culture and connection power impose 
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these responsibilities. The channel through which we work 
as a church, to these ends, is the Board of Home Missions and 
Church Extension. 

This Board aids in maintaining, in the home field, four 
thousand pastors and in the building of more than one church 
for every day in the year. God has placed in the bounds of 
our church the means and money to do this great work.

During the last Quadrennial, after many years of or- 
ganization and extension throughout the church, there was a 
net increase of more than 2000 Senior Chapters with corres- 
ponding increase in membership, besides a rapid increase of 
Junior Chapters. At the same time, there was a renewing of 
the spiritual life and a rapid increase of the financial contribu- 
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tion of the League to the work of the Church. We commend 
the new financial system of self-support, voluntarily attained 
by the League during the Quadrennial and established by the 
legislation of the last General Conference. We urge our pas- 
tors to see that their Leagues meet this important obligation 
and bring this collection in full to the Conference. We wel- 
come and endorse the Epworth League Institute movement.

We 
recommend the immediate organization of District Epworth 
Leagues and a plan for Annual District Epworth League Con- 
ventions in every District. We already recognize in the 
younger ministry and laity those who show invaluable results 
of League training,and whose usefulness afford the highest 
commendation of the League movement. The League, there- 
fore, demands the best fostering care of the Church and minis- 
try as the key to the future of the Church.

We commend the W. C. T. U. and the Anti-Saloon League 
for their great work looking to this end and pledge our hearty 
co-operation to them. 

We, as Methodist preachers and leaders of the people in 
moral life, are against, not only all intoxicants, but tobacco in 
all its forms as well and we believe in, not only a tobaccoless 
ministry but a tobaccoless Church, and shall show our faith by 
precept and example; therefore, Be it 

Resolved, That, so far as practicable, we will makeaspecial 
effort to have our congregations, Sunday Schools and Epworth 
Leagues prepare and carry out a special program on temper- 
ance, observing the Sunday nearest the Fourth of July and 
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Thanksgiving day as Temperance Sundays, when we shall 
preach on the subject of temperance; Therefore, be it

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fied to hear of the splendid work done by Fort Worth Univer- 
sity and also Chattanooga University and we pledge ourselves 
to co-operate with the presidents of these institutions by secur- 
ing and sending students to these schools. 

We commend the effort and earnestly urge the co-opera- 
tion of the movement now started to secure a school for higher 
education established within the bounds of our Conference,

RESOLUTION ON HOLINESS. 

Introduced by James R. Basket, Conference Secretary. 



Whereas, Our Discipline says: “In 1729 two young men 

in England, reading their Bible saw they could not be saved 
without holiness, followed after it and incited others to do so. 
In 1737 they saw, likewise, that men are justified before they 
are sanctified'” and, 

Whereas, All our books on doctrine in our course of study 
for young preachers teach this Bible truth of entire sanctifi- 
cation clearly and emphatically; and, 

Whereas. “Our Church is the only Church in history from 
Apostolic times until now that has put forward as its very ele- 
mental thought, the great all-pervading central idea of the 
whole Book of God from the beginning to the end, the holiness 
of the human hearts, soul, mind and will;” and 

Whereas, Our church has always been loyal to this grand 
Depositum of Methodism; therefore, Be it 

Resolved, By the members of the Gulf Conference in ses- 
sion at Lake Charles, La., that we affirm our faith and confi- 
dence in the Methodist Episcopal Church in her loyalty to the 
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doctrine of holiness and in her attitude toward those seeking 
the higher life; and be it further 

Resolved, That we invite the co-operation of all those who 
love the Church and hold this truth in wisdom to unite with us 
in spreading Scriptural Holiness over these lands. 

TITHING. 

Whereas, We believe that the word of God, the Old Testa- 
ment, plainly teaches that one tenth of our income belongs to 
the Lord, and nowhere in the New Testament can there be found 
anything contrary to this teaching that would indicate a less 
amount; and, 

Whereas, Our Discipline also teaches the duty of tithing 
as scriptural (paragraph 70); and. 

Whereas, The pressing needs of our Church, here and 
elsewhere are such, we feel that this should be the least propor- 
tionate of our giving; therefore, Beit 

Resolved, By the members of the Gulf Conference in ses- 
sion at Lake Charles, that we endorse and adopt the tithe 
method of giving unto the Lord, as our financial plan of sys- 
tematic giving. 

Second. That we join ourselves together in a league, 
pledging ourselves to appropriate this tithe first to the finan- 
cial obligations of our respective charges until all such abliga- 
tions shall have been fully met. 

Third. That we will begin a campaign on the tithe method 
among our people and will seek to organize tithing bands in all 
of our Churches. 

CHURCH PERIODICALS. 

Whereas, There is a tendency among our people to per- 
mit our Church papers to be supplanted by secular and inde- 
pendent religious papers which have no claims on us and our 
people and do not advocate our Church benevolences nor in- 
struct in the teachings, the history and the achievements of 
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our beloved Methodism nor inspire loyalty to the same; and 

Whereas, The Central Christian Advocate is the official 
organ of our Conference and an ardent supporter of our cause, 
and, 

Whereas, The Methodist Advocate-Journal covers the 
whole territory of our white work in the South and is peculiarly 
suited to our needs and serves as a connecting link between all 
of our Southern White Conferences, and, 

Whereas, The Committee of Publication of said Advocate- 
Journal have undertaken to raise $10,000,00 for the purpose of 
securing for it a home, equipped with all of the necessary ap- 
pliances for getting out a first class religious journal; therefore, 
Be it, 

Resolved, That we will make a special effort to increase 
the circulation of the Central Christian Advocate among our 
people. That we believe it is an important ipovement on the 
part of the Brethren to raise this Fund for the Advocate-Journal 
and we will bring this subject before our people for their con- 
sideration and we will do our part in assisting the completion 
of said Fund. 

RESOLUTIONS OF RESPECT. 

First. That our thanksare extended to Bishop Quayle for 
his inspiring addresses, as well as for his uniform courtesy 
and humorous sallies which have made hours that might 
otherwise have been tedious, to fairly glitter with light 
and prove full of joyous exaltation. We are glad to have him 
with us and shall hail with joy the day of his return to us. 

Second. That we are glad to have had such prompt and 
efficient service as has been given by our Secretaries and 
Boards in attending to their several duties during the Session.

One day about ten years ago there came a stranger to our 
home at Marshall, Texas. He was tall in stature, well dressed, 
dignified and of a commanding personel and bearing the marks 
of a gentleman — a typical Virginian. He introduced himself 

as a Methodist preacher from the state of Virginia. His name 
was John Thomas James. 

So striking was this man and so impressive his bearing 
that we bid a welcome to our home. For two years he was an 
inmate of our home and a member of our household and he was 
an adviser with us on matters spiritual and temporal. We re- 
ceived him into our church as an Elder from the M. E. Church, 
South, and at Marshall, Texas, in January 1901 , he was admit- 
ted into the Gulf Conference. He served several of our charges 
well until declining health and growing infirmaties led him to 
seek the high altitudes of his native state. His end came last 
May at Staunton, Va. His end was peace; for he died like he 
lived face to face with God. He left a devoted wife and three 
children. 

John T. James was no ordinary man. His type of all 
round manhood is rarely met. It is not likely his place in this 
Conference will ever be filled; possibly it cannot be. A man so 
unique, a mind so stored and poised, a piety so simple and sub- 
limated, is not common in this world. He was a man of one 
Book. The Bible was not only his Vade Macum, but his store 
house of supply. He devoured and absorbed that book. We do 
not recall to mind a spirit so filled and surcharged with God’s 
Word. He knew it, he loyed it and he used it. With it he 
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comforted, rebuked and slayed. He was a fearless man. In 
matters of duty, moral or doctrine; in questions, civic, eccle- 
siastic or political, lie knew no fear of man. Once he went to a 
Texas town where a mob was threatening* him bodily harm; to 
our surprise, we saw him march into the midst of the mob and 
when he had delivered his mind they hung their heads and left 
him the sole occupant of the field. The ringleader of that mob 
afterwards became his friend and defender. Bro. James was 
a praying man. To him prayer was not only a privilege but a 
coveted resort and delight. He lived in a spirit of supplication 
and prayer. My family used to say they had no fears of evil 
or harm, for often, through the dark hours of the night, they 
could hear Brother James in his room pleading with God. He 
knew the nature and secret of prevailing prayer and his plans 
and actions were based thereon and guided thereby. As 
a champion of the truth and a defender of the right he had few 
equals and still fewer superiors. His familiarity with the Bible 
and his intimacy with history, both sacred and profound, made 
him a quick swordsman, with unerring aim, unflinching valor 
and remorseless execution. We never knew him to falter or 
saw him vanquished. Brother James always bore the air and 
wore the mannerism of a soldier under orders. He spent four 
years in the Civil War and was a member of the Staff of Gen- 
eral R. E. Lee. He saw rigid training and hard service on 
many battlefields. Shortly after the surrender he turned his 
mind to religion and surrended his life to God. He was won- 
derfully converted. Not long after at the old Holiness Camp 
at Manheim, Pa., he entered the life of Perfect Love. He at 
once became an able expounder and defender of Scriptural 
Holiness. In this he displayed the same spirit and valor as on 
the tristing fields of Gettysburg. Chancelorsville and Bull Run. 
Often he has said: “I will be as true to the Lord as I was to 
Jefferson Davis.” 

One striking trait in his life was his influence and teaching 
in private life and around the home circle. He was instrumen- 
tal in leading Hannah Whitehall Smith into the experience of 
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Perfect Love and she became the author of “The Christian’s 
Secret of a Happy Life.” To the young- preachers of this Con- 
ference he was an untiring instructor and friend. He taught 
them by precept and example and followed them with his 
prayers. 

But this soldier has passed. This veteran of a hundred 
battlefields has ceased his warfare. The pallid hand was laid 
on that noble form and it fell. The bugle’s stirring blast no 
more shall call and charming revellie no more shall stir that 
valient soul to the battle’s front. No more that Damascan 
blade shall shimmer and flash, defending the Truth of God and 
the Church of the first born. His form sleeps in Earth’s Mau- 
soleums, but the soldier proper has entered that bivouac on 
Heaven’s eternal camping ground. 

This Conference loved him as a man, delighted in his min- 
istry and honored him as a tender father. On earth he was a 
conspicous light and in yonder world he will shine as the stars 
forever and ever. One of the solid landmarks and one of the 
monumentals of historicity of the Gulf Conference will be 
“There lived with us, toiled with us, a man of God — John 
Thomas James.” J. W. Lively, M. D.

after which W. E. Cline was elected chairman pro tempore; E. 
C. Willard, secretary pro tempore. Nineteen laymen were 
present to assist in the organization. 

The general call for the laymen to meet in an Annual Ses- 
sion was read by Chairman Cline. This was followed by a gen- 
eral discussion. 

Motion. H. S. Williams moved and it was carried that we 
organize and discuss the question of organization. 

By a prevailing motion a Committee on Organization was ap- 
pointed. The following is the Committee appointed by the 
chairman: J. W. McDaniel, H. S. Williams; Walter Faulk, H. 

C. Lagrone, J. F. Cassels, E. C. Willard. The Committee an- 
nounced that they would meet at the M. E. Church at 2:00 p m. 

By motion the Association adjourned to meet in the M. E. 
Church, South, at 9:30 a. m., December 19, 1908. 

Lake Charles, La., December 19, 1908. 

The Association met at the appointed time with W. E. 
Cline in the chair. The report of the Committee on Organiza- 
tion was made by the chairman, and they nominated the follow- 
ing brethren for officers for the ensuing year: F. R. Jaenke, 

President; J. W. McDaniel, Vice President for Marshall Dis- 
trict; W. E, Cline, Vice President for New Orleans District; 
G. W. Bruce, Vice President for Shreveport District; O. D. 
Ford, Vice President at Large; E. C. Willard, Welsh, La., 
Secretary and Treasurer. 

Motion. On motion the above nominations of the Com- 
mittee were elected as officers for the ensuing year. 

The Committee reported the Constitution for the Associa- 
tion. 

By motion it was decided to adopt the Constitution by sec- 
tions. By a prevailing motion after the Constitution was 
adopted by sections, the Constitution was adopted as a whole. 
The president elected took the chair and the following By-Laws 
were adopted: 

First. There shall be organized at each organized church 
in the Conference a branch Association, to be organized in the

same way as the main Association except that the officers shall 
be a President, Vice President, Secretary and Treasurer. 

Second. That these local Associations shall be subjected 
to the laws of the main Association. 

Third. That the membership fee shall be fifty cents per 
member per year and said fifty cents to be paid to the main 
Association for traveling- expenses of the president and vice 
presidents, superintending- the g-eneral work, for stationery, 
etc., and to provide a fund for travelling- and entertainment ex- 
penses to delegates to the Annual Conference. 

Fourth. Each branch Association shall be entitled to one 
delegate to the annual meeting for every twenty-five members 
of the Association, provided, however, that every Association 
shall be entitled to at least one delegate. 

The Association adjourned to meet at 3:30 p. m. 

The Association met at the appointed time with F. R. 
Jaenke in the chair. Bishop William A. Quayle wasintroduced 
and addressed the Association on “The Privileges and Duties 
of the Laymen to the Church.” 

The Association adjourned sine die.

CONSTITUTION. 



I. 

This Association shall be called the Layman’s Association 
of the Gulf Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 

II. 

Place of Meeting . 

The Association shall meet annually at the place of meet- 
ing of the Gulf Conference, the day of meeting and hour to be 
fixed by the Executive Committee and the pastor in charge. 

III. 

Objects. 

The objects of this Association shall be to awaken a deeper 
sense of the duties and obligations resting upon the lay mem- 
bers of the Church appertaining to the Church vows at the Al- 
tar, and to stir us to a greater activity in the support of the 
Pastor and the various benevolences, thereby increasing our 
efficiency and usefulness in the hands of God in advancing His 
Kingdom among men. 

IV. 

Membership. 

The membership of this Association shall consist of its 
Officers, Standing Committees, Committees appointed by the 
Executive Committee between sessions, and one delegate from 
each organized Church, who may be either male or female, to 
be elected with one reserve delegate, at the Quarterly Confer- 
ence preceding the annual convention, or in such manner as 
the laity of the charge may determine. 

The election to an office or the appointment on a committee 
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of any lay member present at the session shall constitute him 
or her a member of the Association. 

This Association may elect a lay member not present at 
the session of the Association to an office if it be considered 
that the interest of the church be conserved thereby, and an 
election shall constitute him or her a member of the Association. 

V. 

Officers . 

The officers shall be a President, a Vice President from 
each District. Delegate at Large, a Secretary anda Treasurer 
which may be combined at the discretion of the Association. 

Said officers shall serve during the session at which they 
are elected and the next succeeding annual session until their 
successors are elected and shall perform such duties as are 
usual to their respective offices. 

VI. 

Executive Committee. 

There shall be an Executive Committee, consisting of the 
officers named in Section V. The duties of said Committee 
shall be to make all the necessary arrangements as to place 
and time of meeting of the Association, and prepare a program 
of exercises for each session. 

VII. 

Amendments. 

This Constitution may be amended at any session of the 
Association by a two-thirds vote of the members present and 
voting.
